Sec. 1892.—Possession of burglars’ tools 
a felony.—Any person who makes, meds, 
designs or sets up, or who has in his cus- 
tody or concea’ed about his person any 
tool, false key, lock-pick, bit, sippers, fuse, 
force-screw, punch, 4ri'l, jimmy, dit or any 
material, implement, instrument or other 
mechanical device whatsoever, adapated, 
designed or commonly used for breaking into 
any vault, safe, railroad car, boat, vessel, 
warehouse, store, shop, office, dwelling 
house or door, shutter or window of a build- 
ing of any kind, shal! be guilty of a fel- 
ony, and upon conviction thereof shall be 
punished by imprisonment in the peniten- 
tiary for not less than two years nor more 
than ten years. 
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The first convictions under the burglar 
tool law, which was drafted by Chief of 
Detectives William Desmond, and which 
was passed through his efforts, was ob- 
tained in Judge Wood's division of the 
Criminal Court Tuesday morning. 

James Kelley, alias McDermott, was 
given a five years’ sentence; Louls Jack- 
son, alias McDermott, three years; Ed 
Mackson, allas McDermott, two years, and 
Arthur McDermott, two years. 

These defendants were arrested on the 
night of Dec. 7 in the rear of «134 Chouteau 
avenue by Detectives McGrath, cordell, 
Murphy, Guion, Lawler and Tracy. Nine 
persons were arrested at the time. Among 
them was Albert Moebus, who was only 
recently released from the peniter*ttary, 
after having served a five years’ sentence.

NEEDS OF CUBAN SCHOOLS. 


President Palma Thinks Future of Isl- 

ands Depends on Education. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 14.—In giving his 
cational program to the public T. Estrada 
Palma, the president elect of Cuba, says: 
“Agreeing that the future prospects and 
hopes of my country depend upon the plan 
of education, I state following what I think 


of the subject: 
“Comparing the poor condition of the pub- 


lic schools in Cuba during the Spanish ad- 
ministration with that which prevails to- 
day, after three years of American rule, 
the improvement is so great that we cannot 
but thank the American government for it. 
I think. however, that the whule system 
requires particular attention, in order that 
the work of education shall become practi- 
cally more efficient to the Cuban people, 
A system of elementary instruction carried 
out with modern methods, under a com- 
ulsory law for @ijl and each one of the 
Hubans. is the fundamental basis for mak- 
ing citirepe fully acquainted with their 
rights and duties. It is one of the greatest 
obligations of the Cuban government to 
dispel the ignorance, from one end of the 
island to the other, which has prevailed for 
centuries there and to distribute conscien- 
tiously the moral brand of instruction and 
knowledge. In the general system of pri- 
mary and elementary education both sexes 
are ually embraced and the benefits of 
it ought to be extended to the inmates of 
the jaile and asylums. For the purpuse Jf 
attaining the best results we need to keep 
ourselves in close contact with the leading 

ucationa] institutions of the United States 
and other countries which are at the head 
of civilization in this important matter. 
Of course some regular~-visits by our teach- 
ers to those institutions is one of the best 
ways to keep in touch with the modern 
improvements in ponte schools. Besides 
the Dropes instruction afforded to the Cu- 
ban children it is my opinion that moral 
teachings in aegeneral sense without de 
scending to @ special worship, ought to be

There are 550 acres of fish farm in Swan 
Lake. It is estimated that about 125,000 
a ge of fish, of various species, have 

en taken out and shipped to the New 

York and Chicago markets. At an average 

of 4 cents a qound, this would amount to 

the snug sum of $5000. 

About 6000 turtles, it is said, hate been 
taken from the lake. These have been sold 
to make green sea turtle and mock turtle 
soup for Gothamites and the Chicagoese, 
who don't know any better. The turtles 
average about 3% pounds, though many 
are considerably larger. At 10 cents a pound 
their total value approximates $2100.. 


Fish Stories More 

Than Confirmed. 
Thus it will be seen that the Swan Lake 
Club has struck a borifonza in its own wat- 


ers. Not long ago the club members, most 
of whom are St. Louisans, voted to take 
out all the denizens of lake except the 
game fish and make the lake a place for 
game fishing exclusively. 

“We must get rid of the ordinary kinds 
of fish some way,’ said a member. “I wish 
we could arrange to have somebody seine 
}the lake. We could well afford to give away 
the ordinary market fish, if the seiners 
could be depended upon not to take the 
game fish as well.’’ 

‘Suppose we hire the seining done, under 
club stiipervision, and sell the fish,” sug- 
gested a more thrifty member. ‘‘The gale 
of the fish ought to pay the seining ex- 
penses, or pretty nearly.’’

Vivid Description Amazed Methodist,

CHICAGO, Jan. 14.—Adventures in coun- 
terfeiting camps, involving shooting and 
murder, mingle with love episodes, pathetic 
death scenes, and expressions of orthodox 
religion in the Rev. Robert MclIntyre’s 
book, “‘The Modern Apollos,” which has 
been barred from the Methodist Sunday 
schools of Cincinnati. 

This book, which has been deciared too 
sensational, was written by Dr. McIntyre 
while he was pastor of the St. James Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church of this city, and was 
published three months ago. It was Dr. Mc- 
Intyre’s intention to have the book take 
the place of the semi-religious works 
which, he declares, are undermining the 
orthodoxy of even the most conservative. it 
was his idea that exuberant life, love and 
thrilling adventure could be woven about 


la theme unobjectionable é@ven to children. 


This he attempted to do. 
Dr. McIntyre has not been in robust 
health the last few years, and while on 


one of his vacations he conceived the 
scheme of a series of novels on this line. 
Of these “‘The Modern Apollos’’ was to 
be the first. He took as his model Edward 
Eggleston's ‘‘Hoosier Schoolmaster’’ 

the works of E. P. Roe. Both are foun 

in the majority of Sunday school libraries, 
He laid the scenes in the country districts 
of southern Lilinois. 

The hero, the modern Apollos, is a young 
minister, unjustly accused of counterfeit- 
ing, who was arrested, tried and convicted, 
but ultimately ee through a death- 
bed repentance. Thére are scenes of a mod- 
ern assembly of ministers, a story of a first 
sermon, many episodes of q@ preacher’s life, 
and through it all the reader never {s per- 
mitted to forget that the hero is thorough- 
ly orthodox and eo Oe 

The mer opens with a description of the 
grand review in Washington at the close 
of the Civil war, and the first chapter tells 
of a quarrel between two com es. An 
idea of the style of the author is given in 
the following excerpt:

After allowing a pickpocket to remove the

NEW YORK, Jan. 14.—Uncle Russell Sage 
at 82 has a damage suit on his hands, 
brought by a woman who demands $75,000 
for attentions alleged to have been paid 
her 17 years ago by the financier. 

Isabella d’Ajuria is the woman's name, 
according to papers filed in the supreme 
court. Mr. Bage remembers her. He said 
so when a reporter asked him, and volun- 
teered the information that when first she 
came to his office, 17 years ago, he ‘“‘guessed 
she was good enough looking.” 

There are no merits in the woman’s case, 
according to Mr. Sage, who tapped the 
floor nervously with his foot as he spoke. 
He had left Mrs. Sage in the back yarlor 
and, seated on a carved bench of oak in 
the hall, told of the affair in tones which 
could not have been heard by any save his 
caller. 

Isabella d’Ajuria’s counse! is A. H. Hum- 
mel. According to the paers in the case 
Isabella d’Ajuria brought an action against 
Mr. Sage as far back as 188, in which she 
demanded $100,000 damages. She asserts 


that Mr, Sage promised to make her a gift 
of $75,000 in cash, or its equivalent, if she 
would refrain from continulng her action. 
She further declares that last June an 
agreement was entered into by which she 
would abandon all future action, he to give 
her a house and lot in Mount Vernon val- 
ued at $25,000 and also a house in Manhat- 
tan to be used by her as a téwn residence 
in winter. This property was to cost $50,000, 
and te be conveyed to her and stand in her 
name. She says she abandoned the suit, 
but says that Mr. Sage has failed to fulfill 
his part of the contract, and therefore she 
has applied for judgment in $75,000. 

Every effort has been made to keep the 
case a secret, but {t became known yester- 
day when Mr. Hummel made his applica- 
tion to Justice Truax. 

Isabella G'Ajuria claims her ability to 
produce the contract for the settlement be- 
tween herself and Mr. eo in the original 
suit.

My connection with it 
had to do only with reading over, at 
Graham's request, whatever in the book had 
reference to statements of fact. As re- 
gards the Santiago fight, no one was better 
prepared to write the history of that bat- 
tle than Graham. He was there in the 
thick of it. So far as reading the book was 
concerned I passed only on its statements 
of fact. These statements are true. They 
make up the story of the fight as it oc- 
curred. 

“As to Graham's object in writing the 
book, as to his championship of me and as 
to his criticisms, I had nothing to do or 
say.

In his story of the battle, Mr. Graham, 
who was on board the Brooklyn, says:

Picking 
up the megaphone which stood in a conven- 
lent corner of the bridge, Commodore 
Schley did the one thing that oor for which 
Il have always criticised him; lowered his 
dignity sufficiently to plead with the com- 
mander of the fleet that he might have the 
surrender of the ship whose escape had 
been frustrated by the Brooklyn and the 
Oregon, thus making complete the day’s 
victory. 

“I request the honor of the surrender of 
the Cristobal Colon,” he said in a clear, dis- 
tinct voice; and from the commander-in- 
chief’s flagship came wafted back the in- 
solent answer from a cadet: ‘‘What?’’ 

“I request the honor of the surrender of 
the Cristobal Colon,” again called the com- 
modore, and this time his voice trembled 
slightly. We watched the idge of the 
New York closely, and Lieut.”Sears, hold- 
ing up the megaphone up to his ear, waited 
intently for an answer. But none came. 
And that message, as had all the others pre- 
ceding it since the destruction of the Span- 
ish fleet which had been addressed. by 
Schley to the New York, remained wunan- 
swered, while from the other side of the 
flagship a megahone ordered Capt. Cook to 
report with his prisoners from the Colon 
aboard the New York, so that the ship 
that had not fired a shot that day except 
at a defenceless and surrendered torpedo 
poet, might have the honor of the surren- 

er.
